ground. Rock-steady titles 
are guaranteed because the 
title actually moves with the 
camera. The Multitrix also 
holds slides, postcards, all 
those extras that fill your 
movies with interest, 
imagination. 


Rainy day movies? Shoot 
those postcards, slides and 
pictures. Your viewer will 
never know. For movies from 
books or maps, simply mount 
your Macrozoom camera on 
aclever Bolex Minipod and 
focus. Steady as she goes 
and exactly the scene you 
need!
